tors from the Oregon Department of Agriculture for possible virus 
diseases. So far not one tree has been roqued. 


For your protection our budwood is taken from trees numbered 
and approved by the Experiment Station and the Department of 
Agriculture as true to name and free from dangerous virus diseases. 
Each ‘‘Mother”’ tree is checked twice annually to assure its remain- 
ing in good health. Budwood numbers are available either from our 
office or from the Oregon Agricultural Experiment Station, Corval- 
lis, Oregon.
